The Merit Syrtern. 


The committee reported unanimous-

This sys- 
tem provides for the anpoiniini-nt of 
four commissioners by the governor, 
not more than two of -whom at the 
time of appointment shall be of tUe 
same pciiti.:al party. It devolves upon 
these commissioners to classify all of- 
ficers and places of appouitraeut and 
employment in e.ael1 c'ty. Tlie Merit 
system is to apply to every appointee 
and employee in the city service, ex- 
cept officers elected by the people; 
Judges arid clerics of election; the 
superintendent and teachers of the 
ptibiio schools: heads of the

principal d^artinents of tlie city «ir\- 
ernment: trustees of ihu sinking iunn: 
tax and art eotu.n^sioners. assistant 
directors of law and prosecuting at- 
torneys in the police courts.

'; commissioners and open'to public 


inspection. 


The first great cnange relates to the 


classification of manioipal. corpora- 
tions. 
All 
municipal corporations 


having three thousand or more in- 
habitants shall constitute cities, and 
all less than that number shall con- 
stitute villages. There -will be no city 
of th-e first, second, third, fourth or 
fifth grade of the first, second, third, 
fourth or fifth class. All such jugglery 
of classification will be forever barred 
under the revision. 


Legislative Department 


The next and far-reaching char.ge 


to be noted relates to the legislative 
department. Under the revision the 
legislative power in cities is to be vest- 
ed in a single council consisting ot 
seven members. Each city is divided 
into four councilman.!*!: districts, one 
member o£ the council to be elected 
from each of the four districts, ami 
threw are to be chosen at larjr°, one of 
whom is to be elected president and 
each councilman chosen for two year<=. 
All couacilmen are tu receive a salary, 
to be paid by the -r.ity and fixed by 
ordinance. They must ?»ve bond for 
the fpitM.ul discharge of thoir duties 
and must.; attend ail 
meetings and 


answer to roli Kill at the beginning 
and close of e-act session, or suffer a 
deduction from his salary. No coun- 
cilman is.-eligible to such o?ic" who 
holds auyother municipal office or cm 
pTcymem. ;»or can he bold any otlier 
public office. 
Any council Tiay, by 


ordinance require that the councilmon 
shall devote their entire time to the 
•luties of.the oftice. 


'Xhe .powers of t:ie council are great, 


but every safeguard is provided in the 
code for the protection, of tho rights 
of the inhabitants. of the municipality. 


Executive Officers. 


The code provides that aK muiKci- 


yal officers shall be tho«en annually 
on the first Monday in April. All ex- 
ecutive power in cities is to b^ vpsted 
in tho mayor, and in the heads of tho 
several departments, the director of 
vach to be appoiuttd by the mayor. 
The mo.';t:stringent 
provisions an- 


made for the punishmont of official? 
who receive pay, reward or'csaoluRient 
ether than the iniary which is to be 
fixed by ordinance. Practically every 
official and tmplove in the service of 
the municipality, excepting nentfs of 
departments, 
elective 
officers 
and 


mcnibors of tho board of education, is 
to be appointed from the clas.silled ser- 
vice list and after 
an 
examination 


showing his fitness for the position to 
which he,aspires. The provisions re- 
lating to U.-5 department of accounts 
and depository of public monies are 
rlrr:\vn with such care and attention to 
details, that the hcnoct eono'ict of 
ihefp departments can hardly bu evad- 
ed, and in. such manner that, defalca- 
tion?, such as have iccently been IMH- 
closc-fl in.Cincinnati, would be practic- 
ally impossible. 


Police Department. 


Under the heading of police depart- 


ment it may be stated that every city 
shall have a police court, provided the 
city, by ordinance duly adopted, de- 
termines that siicli city shall have 
such court. And the council may, by 
proper action, abolish the police court, 
and thereupon the mayor shall become 
vested 
with the 
powers 
of police 


judge. 


Officers and Force. 


In cities all powers incident to the 


government of a police force are vest- 
ed in the mayor and director o£ pub- 
lic safety. The entire police organi- 
zation is under the immediate control 
of the director of public safety, which 
official, in many respects, corresponds 
to the chief of police in the 
larger 


cities, 


Most ri^id provisions are made for 


the selection and appoinrnent of the 
police, and neither politics 
nor re- 


ligion can be con; idvred in parsing up- 
on their qualifications, .nor 
can 
a 


police officer, once appointed be re- 
moved except for cause. 


Health Department! 


Nothing has been overlooked in the 


revision for safe-ruarding the public 
health. 
Hospitals., 
infirmaries 
and 


cflildmns' homes arc jvdiciously 'rro- 
vlaed for. Health officers as-e given 
plenary powers to abate nuisan-es. 
regulate dninage and other siurro-s 
of. disease and immorality. 


Public Improvements. 


No material change has been mads 


by the code cotnmipsioners under this 
head, except simplify and classify the 
provisions relating to street, side-walk 
anC sewer assessments, and the ap- 
propriation of private property for 
public use. 


The fire department !s carefully 


guarded, arid opportunity Is afforded 
for establishing a pension, fund for. 
firemen who have become disabled 
while In the d'-scl'arjre of their duties. 


Public Utilities. 


Gas and elr-ftric light companies, 


street railway and tr.'.ephone "ompan- 
Jcs receive careful and rigid attention 
In the revision. 
For example: 
In 


granting franchises for 
Ftreet 
rs.il 


roads the directors ol law nrd public 


safety, the muyor, president of coun 
clal and uaw othei- member of, coiuticl 
chosen'for that purpose, are constitut- 
ed, a'commission in draft 9R ordinance 
containing conditions upon -which it is 
proposed-.to mike the smut. This 
draft thea goes before the council for 
consideration. If adopted, then ad- 
jvartislag for bids in accordance with 
the terms of tho ordinance begins.

•.-'.. .'.;._' Finance and Taxation. 


The treatment of the 
subject o£ 


finance and taxation demands special 
mention. ' N.o part of tlie work of: the 
commission shows greater care or bet- 
ter'.results than at t'lis time, however, 
to say that economy must be the rule 
in. each department of government. 
The aggregate of all tnxes levied for 
municipal purposes, to be put upon 
ie .grand duplicxte, excluding the tax 
for school and school house purposes, 
shall not exceed in any one year or 
each doll:ir of property as valued for 
taxation: sixteen mills in cities and 
eight mil's in rillsRPS. 


A Summing Up. 


The salient features of the code nay 


!>e defined to be as follows: 


Tie separation of the 
executive 


legislative'and judicial functions. 


Ihe classification of municipalities 


into two and only two classes. 


The Merit svtiem applied to sub- 


stantially all appointive officers. 


The elimination of- a large number 


of rlective officers, and a correspond- 


ing reduction in the expense of muni- 


cipal elections. 


Tae conse iuent elimination of na- 


tional and state politic? from munic- 
ipal elections and government. 


The limitation of taxes. 
The grantir? of public franchises 


only after thorough and initial prppa^a- 
tion and approval by vote of the eVr- 
tors.
